Report Wagner Labor Act 
Revision move Is Approved

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—The New 


York Journal-American today said 
in a copyrighted story that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has obtained approv- 
al of the Committee for Industrial 
Organization for. revision of the 
Wagner labor act. 


The story added-: 
John L. Lewis' labor group, ac- 


cording to'an authoritative source, 
will not oppose any major proposal 
<.f the American Federation of La- 
bor except an amendment which 
•'ould cripple the power of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations board. 
-The CIO-i*<ready, to accede to: 


1. Rewriting the law in an effort 


to end jurisdlctional disputes be- 
tween rival unions, 


2. Granting m:re power to the 


craft unions in the A. F. of L. under 
the net. 


With the CIO agreement not to 


oppose these changes, coupled with 
the insistence of the A. P. of L. 
that "labor's magna charta" must- 
be changed, it seemed to labor lead- 
ers of both sides that revision of the 
Wagner act would be put through 
the next session of congress.

Green of the A. F, of L, that changes 
in the act u« needed.

Branding all radical influences as 


"not doctrines but-political diseases" 
Dr. McCormick condemned the pre- 
vailing indolence in America and 
called to all Elks to do their part in 
stemming the tide of radicalism in 
our industry, government and 
schools. 


Dr. McCormick devoted the open- 


ing of his address to an outline of 
the history of the Elks and. its work 
in defense of democracy, particu- 
larly during the World War. 


Brinp Fight Into Open 


Always averse to publicity the 


Elks have been reticent to appeal 
for credit, but when this reticence 
results in submerging the very 
principles upon which the order is 
founded. Dr. McCormick said the 
Elks will set aside their modesty and 
bring the fight "out into the open". 


Avoiding specific mention by 


name. Dr. McCormick enumerated 
the various organizations against 
which the Elks will wage their bat- 
tle. 
He identified these organiza- 


tions by their particular method of 
approach and the cloaking of their 
organizations with patriotism when 
their principles and purpose are to 
strike at the heart of Americanism. 


He did however refer to this 


'bund business" in aiming his darts 
at the Nazi movement and: to some 
of the findings of the Dies Commit- 
tee hearings in Washington. 


Pointing to the fact that the Elks 


were the first to take issue with the 
Ku Kliix Klan in 1922 and 1923, Dr. 
McCormick indicated the1: the Elks' 
fight against radicalism would be 
equally as militant. 


In reviewing the three-quarter 


century history .of the Elks Order, 
Dr. McCormick told of how it helped 
heal the wounds of the Civil War 
and how millions were contributed 
to war funds, during and after the 
World War. A fund of a million 
dollars was given for war relief in 
Boston in 1917 by the Elks and in 
addition to constructing a base hos- 
pital in France the Elks made loans 
to more than 40,000 disabled vet- 
erans after the war, for rehabilita- 
tion. 


Dr. McCormick left shortly after 


his address here for Wisconsin, 
where he is scheduled to make an 
other official visit. 


In order to attend the New Castle 


convention, Dr. McCormick flew to 
his home in Toledo from Denver, 
Colo., where he was inspecting the 


new Elks' game preserve and Elks' 
national park.

(b) Employers may permit em- 


ployes to work six hours continu- 
ously when either of the following 
conditions exists: 


_(1) When a meal pericd of at least 


one hour is granted. 


(2) When operating under 
the 


provisions of rule G-5. 


Note: Rule G-6 reads as follows: 
Employers may permit employes 


to work for not more than six con- 
secutive hours if they are then dis- 
missed and If they are- net permit- 
ted to work during any other part 
of the day, provided they are allow- 
ed a 15-minute rest period. Employ- 
ers who permit their employes to 
work regularly on this schedule for 
six days a week are deemed to be 
conforming with the five and one- 
half day provision of the law. 


An interpretation of rule S-3, by 


the board, permits employers of wo- 
men in retail trade to substitute one 
other day of the week for ^Saturday 
as the ten-hour day when permis- 
sion has been obtained from the De- 
partment of Labor and Industry.
